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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Sorensen (US Pat. 
5,942,975) discloses a method of determining the distance between an object to be protected 
(finger/hand) and a power tool (chain saw). A receiver is connected to a chain blade member 
and once a predetermined distance has been met with respect to the protected finger/hand and the 
chain saw, a signal is generated by a generator, conducted to the person holding the chain saw, 
and transmitted to a receiver, which will activate protective measures. Similar to Sorensen, 
Lokey (US Pat. 3,785,230) discloses a security system that measures the distance between a 
finger of a person and the blade of a saw, which is the distance at which the capacitance 
transmitted to an antenna complies with the conditions necessary for activating protective 
measures. However, neither Sorensen, Lokey, nor any other prior art of record disclose in their 
entirety the claimed non-conductive member defining an opening therein for receiving a saw 
blade; a conductive sensor situated on the non-conducting member adjacent the opening to 
define a danger zone; or a voltage source for applying a voltage to the sensor.
